Scavenging. Street . — The streets and lanes are swept twice a day 

and the sweepings are collected at certain Depots, from where they are carted 
away, outside the city. 

Public Latrines . — Out of the eight Public Latrines in the town, five 
have been made of galvanized iron, and three are of masonry, which will be 
gradually replaced by the galvanized iron ones, which are more cleanly. 

Private Latrines . — Most of the private latrines are not kept in a Sanitary 
condition, A large number of them are built in a wrong way, and are 
gradually being remodelled on modern Sanitary lines. 

Public Urinals . — There are 32 Public Urinals in use which are of 
masonry. A few have, this year been made of galvanized iron, and are 
in use. 

II. Removal and disposal of the Night-soil and Foul water. 

The Night-soil from private Latrines is carried by the Birt sweepers 
and deposited in the Conservancy carts at the Public Latrines. 

This along with refuse of the Public Latrines is taken outside the town 
and deposited in Trenches about 3 miles to the east of the town. 

The foul water from the Public and Private Latrines is removed in the 
Conservancy carts and thrown away on waste land outside. 

III. Drainage. 

The surface drainage is sufficient but unfortunately in many cases the 
drains are covered and inaccessible. The drainage water is carried through 
the street drains and Nallahs which pass through the city wall and finally 
empty themselves into Ballad Nallah. 
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The House Drainage is gradually improving. No masonry “ Parnalas ” 
or cesspools are allowed. 

The water is conducted through cast iron pipes and received into iron 
barrels placed on the chabutras outside the houses where they are open to 
supervision. 

IV. Water supply. 

The Water supply of the town is got from Municipal and private wells. 

Most of these wells on the eastern side of the City receive their supply 
by percolation from the Bichurli tank and the surrounding country. 

The tank does not possess a constant and sufficient supply of water, 
partly perhaps owing to the imperfect feeder Naliahs within its catchment area, 
partly on account of the permeable and porus subsoil of the tank. 

On the western side of the City there are only a few wells. 

There is no certainty of the private wells being always accessible as many 
of them are within the compounds and it is difficult to supervise their 
cleanliness. 

All these circumstances have led the Committee to take into consideration 
the subject of providing a constant supply of good and wholesome water, and 
it is hoped that before long, water works will be started in Beawar.

(1) In the year under report the Committee have carried out extensive 
„ r , investigations at Jalia and along its channel under the 

Waterworks. . ° , ~ 

advice of Mr. Silk, Sanitary Engineer to the Government 
of India, who personally visited Beawar last January and instructed 
Mr, Heinemann Municipal Engineer Ajmer in the details of the tests to be 
carried out, these tests consisted of a series of borings down the Jalia channel 
for a distance of about 2 miles and across it, with a few borings in the bed 
of'the Tank, the sinking of a pucca 'well just below the Dam of the Jalia 
Tank and testing it with a steam pump. The result of these investigations 
have not proved satisfactory. The reason of this would seem to be that all 
the tests of this jmar have been with the surface water. In 1907 the water 
at a greater depth was tested and the results were decidedly satisfactory. 


(2) This year again the Committee have passed an- uneventful one as 
regards litigation. Bakhtawar Mai’s appeal case which

was pending in the Court ot the Commissioner as 

reported last year has been decided in favour of the Committee. 


(3) The Special Nazul Sub-Committee appointed for the investigation 
of Nazul properties held in trust by the Committee and 
of private properties, having finished this laborious task 
in the latter part of the year a brief description of the former is appended.
